Use of FOIA, I believe, makes 
its users surrogate for the people. 

is not possible for me to travel so I've not been able to examine the records the 
CIA has disclosed about me. I'm hoping that a friend will make an effort to get them for 
mo today. And t hat if any are not fully accurate I will be permitted under the Privacy 
Act as I undovstmid it to file a statement that will be made available along with them. 

There is little doubt that it interfered with my publishing and that, I believe, is 
l\3 anti-American as an agency can get# Neither it nor the FBI has ever disclosed that 
my mail i3 included in what, as the Church committee exposed, what the FBI intercepted 
for the CIA. 

I am particularly anxious to see those two Office of Security files the existence 
of which was disclosed to/tyo, perliaps inadvertently. That it had such files leads to 
the belief that it monitored those of us known collectively as critics. 

I liave preserved all the records 1 obtained by FOIA as I received them for the 
record for our history. They and all my work will be a public archive at local Hood 
College. Vfe've also deeded our property to it.

tliat requires correct^o tliat disclosure cannot be used as a means of defaming me in per- 
petuity and to undermine the credibility of my work. I've published eight books without 
a letter or a call from anyone mentioned in any of them complaining I treated him unfairly 
or inaccurately.
